And Jackie is a gal with a 
style all her own who has been 
act-untamed — and r i e b 
enough — all her life to in- 
dulge her every fashion whin) 
and taste.

The old biddies have a 
vision (if Jaclcie pittcr-patler- 
ing around the White House 
in hare feet and pink toreador 
pants-. 

That is how Jackie likes lo 
go about at home in Hyannis 
Port, Cape Cod, Ma&sachu- 
sera. 

She is not awed by pomp 
and circumstance, no stickler 
lor formality, and not the 
least hit inclined to stand on 
ceremony. 

She is not expected to 
change her ways too much in 
[he White House — unless 
perhaps iter husband puts bis 
fool down. 

But that, too, is unlikely, 
for the President-elect is also 
pretty casual, especially in 
dress. He once addressed the 
Senate with his shirt-tail 
hanging out. 

Their daughter. Caroline, 
seems to be an independent 
little miss, too. When the 
Family on election eve came 
on to their ftoul lawn to pose 
for photographers, curly- 
haired Caroline was much 
more interested in frisking 
witji her Welsh terrier, 
Charlie, than in posing. 

And when her mother 
sought to take her hand, 
Caroline clapped ir behind her 
back. 

Mrs. Kennedy is expecting a 
second child about the end of 
November. 

Their home in Hyannis Port 
is an eight-roomed weather. 
board in the plain Cape Cod 
style. painted white with 
green shutters. 

One side of the bouse is 
quite rlose lo the street. 

It was 3 quiet street, with 
rto stick ybeaks, until Kennedy 
emerged as a possible Presi- 
dent last summer.

Jackie was born on July 28, 
1929, in Southampton. Lontj 
Island, the daughter or the 
'■ate John V. Bouvicr III, a 
rich stockbroker. Her parent

Kennedy was wise in his 
camion. Unexpectedly, a tight 
finish developed by breakfast 
time next nuirttiiig. 

After lunch, however, John 
came out to claim his viitury. 

And, faced finally with the 
fact that "Jackie" was to be 
the new hostess in the White 
House, many a Washington 
wife began to practise her 
smile. 

Mrs. Kennedy is 31 — the 
youngest first Lady . since 
President Grover Cleveland, 
at 49, married 21 -year-old 
Frances Fulsom in a White 
Huiise ceremony nearly 80 
years ago. 

If social prominence, beauty, 
wit, wealth, a handsome and 
famous husband, and the 
blessing of children are whal 
ail women crave, then the 
fates have been more than 
kind to Jackie, and women 
everywhere will envy her. 

If, on the othrr hand, all 
these are too much, if rhey 
add up to loo big a world, if 
they make Jackie begin to 
yearn for a simpler life, she 
will probably keep such 
thoughts to herself.

After graduating in 1951, 
for a time she worked as a 
Press photographer for a 
Washington newspaper.

"We started with aspirins 
because they were the cheapest 
thing we could do with the 
money we had, but during the 
past year we have been get- 
ting rnote ambitious. 

"Our last issue nf 'Choice' 
included tc»u on frypans, 
vacuum fl,Li.Ls and wngtoHea, 
Our next will deal with steatn- 
irotis drip-dry curtain falni, -.

"If we can reach our target 
of .1(),()0D members," said Prof. 
Thorp, "there is so much we 
could do, testing items like 
refrigerators, television sets, 
even mntor-car.s, as the Ameri- 
cans do."

Now, six years later, 77-year-old Sam 
has had his first Sydney art exhibition 
at the Rudy Knmon Galleries -and critics 
are calling him Grandpa Sam, likening 
his talents to those of the famous ,Amei i- ' 
can Grandma Moses. 

Leonard French, si ihc Victorian An 
Gallery in Melbourne, says he is one nf 
the throe outstanding primitive painter* 
in Aijslrnlia. Another critic calh"d him 
"an Itmoreiit of Art." 

Hut Sam dnrsn't understand .these higli- 
falutin phrases, lie's never had an art 
IcsKHt in his life, doesn't even own a 
textbook on painters or painting. 

"All 1 know is that I paint what I 
sec,"' hr says. 

His brightly hucd landscapes of the 
Silver City and the Barrier Ranges have a 
childlike simplicity which everyone can 
understand. 

Sam doesn't even look like an artist. 
Mr is upright, slim. Hears a neat pin- 
striped nas r y suit, a subdued lie And 
his old hands, which have driven trucks 
deep underground in the mineral mint's, 
are gnarled and woi'k-svom. 

In (he Gallery, as art connoisseurs 
studied the details of his painstaking

Mr. ByiTie is the only member of his 
family with any talent for painting, though 
most of the family is musical. Hr and his 
biotticr.

Hi* 
son Len, who lives al Nonhbridgr, Syd- 
ney, plavs the saxophone. 

Four sons 

Two of Sam's sons arc schoolteachers 
in Sydney, where another is an accoun- 
tant. A fourth son died recently, and 
Sam's wife stayed at home at Broken 
Hill instead of coming to Sydney [or 
Sam's art exhibition to help her sun's 
widow look alter the children. 

Sain and his wife have seven grand- 
children. 

Sam kepi his thoughts Co himself, but 
he often suspcrted lie had artislic talent. 

"I was good at sketching at school," 
he said, "but I never had time for lessons. 
You ran't be bothered with things like 
that when you work in the mines fur a 
liviuu. but when 1 retired I wanted some- 
thing to take the plan" of my job."

TlffASON'S mink ranch is about 20 
-*•*■*■ miles out of Rcgina, Saskatche- 
wan, in Canada. It's a small wooden 
homestead, surrounded by sheds. 

Almost like "EggN for Sale," a faded notice- 
board near the fence tells you minks are 
bred there. 

Mr. Mason took us to rows of mink housej- 
— wire-netting pens, about 4ft. long, about 
3ft. above ground-level. 

A mink lived in each one — sotnr 400 in 
all. They're inquisitive little rreatures with 
puzzled eyes, and nnjta and whiskers which 
twitched in disharmony with each other. 
_ All colors, from chocolate-brown to palest 
lirver-grey and white, ihcy all looked sweet 
and very lovable. 

-Bm Mr. Mason didn't put a ruddly bundle 
ol fur into my arms the way the proud 
owner of new puppies might. Instead hr 
pulled on a heavy-duty pair of leather gloves 
and plunged his hand inio the nearest pen. 

The soft bundle of innocence nuzzling ■ 
■be wire turned into a miniature banshee. 
A» Mr. Mason picked it up, it curled into 
a wire-hard ball, sank its little needle-shaped 
teeth into hix glpve, released an unpleasant 
odor from a special gland hcnealh its body 
the way a skunk docs. 

And it still managed a scream that would 
have haunted any castle. 

I no longer wanted a mink coaL 

A mink is one of the world's most vicious 
animals. 

Some of the more highly bred tines are 
Rentier, Mr. Mason explained later as he 
fondled a pale lilac charmer — but nothing 
could convinre me the lilac mink's bites were 
only playful ones.

A mink's life is a short one. The natural 
life span of the crossbred is not much more 
than 12 months, as they are not strong. 

A ranch mink lives only about six months. 
In May the babies start to arrive in batches 
of three to five. 

Babies arc only about 2in, long when 
born, and sometimes need a great deal of 
care. Feeding takes place more often than 
the normal once a day, and if the litter has 
a poor mother then it has to have individual 
attention or be destroyed. 

Some of (he while minks, fur example, 
are deaf and never hear the cries of hunger 
from their young. 

Killing is done painlessly by gas in 
November. A machine skins each animal in 
three minutes, separating skin from carros' 
by vibration. 

Then the skins are thrown intn a rotating 
drum filled with ground corn cubs which 
dry and strip the inside of the skin and leave 
the fur unharmed. 

The minks have a large food storage hnuse. 
As Mr. Mason pushed (he door open, he 
said kindly, "Don't mind the smell. 1 ' 

As smells go, it was indescribable.. That 
they could possibly eal anything in this shed 
iremed quite impossible. 

It costs about £9 a year to feed a mink 
on a did of minced fish, beef, rabbit, and 
chicken waste. Mr. Mason has a monster 
grinder which turns out the mince at the 
rate of 1 5,0001b. an hour. 

Prices fnr pelts vary considerably. A 
sapphire mink may only reach £9, but a 
wild mink, still the best, might hrinj; nearer 
£30. An average of 71 pelts go into one 
coat, so it's no wonder they are expensive.

TWO of Sydney's oldest homes 
are "Holmsdalc," Neutral 
Bay, owned liy Mr. and Mrs. H. C. 
Mclntyre; the Rectory of St. 
Mark's Church, Darling Point, 
occupied by the Rev. and Mrs. 
Clivc Goodwin. 

Stalely rwu-stutcyed "Holmsdalc," in KuiTaba Road 
- a well-known landmark— is believed to have been 
built by convict labor. 

All the stone user! in its construction was hewn 
from rocks on the land. 

1'rcKjf of the use ol convict lalmi is said to he I large 
cellar, or vnuJt, with steps leading down under CM 
rln ted-in verandah to the north. Tills, «i lite story goes, 
held the convirts '"in safe keeping." The rellar was 
believed to lead out to the bay, then known as Careen- 
ing Cove, where the convict* were brought in by boats. 

"Holmsdair"— or "Claraville" as il was ori«ina]ly 
known — was built in 1BS3 or a few years earlier for 
the lair Thomas Loxton. 

The rrrtory of St. Mark's Church, Darling Point, 




is believed to be one of the last domestic buildings 
still standing designed by architect Kdmnnd lilacitet. 

The foundation stone of Sr. Mark's Chuteh was 
laid in ]U¥J. Building "I the rectory began at ilie same 
time. It was enlarged in 1873. 

Edmund Blacker, who designed 5S churches in 
this country, was called ihe "Christuphrr Wren of 
Australia." 

Other churches credited to his architectural design 
inrlude St. Andrew's Cathedral; St. Philip's, Church 
Hill: St. Thomas', North Sydney; St. John's, Clebe; 
St. Stephen's, Newtown; St. Paul's, Burwood, all in 
Sydney, and St. Saviours', Goulburn, N.S.W. 

He also designed the main building of the Univer- 
sity of Sydney.

ABSCESSES

bum the patient's skin, flo not Attempt to open air «'>>••• •. 


ATHLETE'S FOOT, 
or TINEA 


There is an increased "aogginess" of the skin between 
the toes, and sometimes sralinosH on the skin, small 
blisters, and itchiness. 


1'mea in a mild form usually responds to careful daily bathing, thorough 
drying; between the toes, and the use of a fungicidal foot powder. If 
there: is any .severe swelling or pain, cjll j donor. 


BITES— venomous 


1 he .vmptoms of a venomous bile ate dizziness, lassi- 
niil.' 15 to 20 minutes after the bite, sweating, nausea, 
he-idache, vomiting, and nervous shock. 


It is important to remember here that \pred it essential. Apply a tourni- 
quet isre above) to the limb, loosening it every twenty minutes nr so. 

Then wash around the wound, make .in incision over the hitc, 1 m. 
long and Jin. to Kin. deep, along the direction uf the limb, and let 
this bleed freely. Apply suction with the mouth if there are no ruts 
in rhe mouth. Rub Condy's trvsia!- into the wound. 

When you have done this call a doctor, keep the patient warm 
until he arrives. Tf breathing is failing, apply artilirial respiration. 


BLISTERS 


These are slightly raised areas of skin filled with 
a clear fluid. If there is a deep injury to the skin, 
the Huid mas He tinged with blood. 


It is Always wiser not to interfere with hlisters- they usually gu down 
themselves in a few days It the blister is in a plan- which is being 
constantly irritated, however, it rould be opened at home. Clean the 
skiu gently with soap and water, using gauze or cotton. Rinse, then 
swab with alcohol. Puncture the blister with a needle which has been 
sterilised over a tlame Press nut Huid, cover with sterile gauze. 


BOILS 


Fhere is a round, reddened, and painful swelling in 
the skin. As the boil develops, there may be a core 
in the rentre of the swelling. This core may be white, 
yellow, or green in color. 


Sever squeeze a boil, pimple, or rarbunele — fftrj nnh spreads injection. 
If it is only small, leave strictly alone. If the boil i.s painful, or coming to a 
head, hot wet dressings may be used. When the hoil "breaks, ' be careful . 
not to touch any of the pus. Wipe it off with a sterile gauze pad, 
then apply a sterile gauze dressing. In severe cases, call a doctor.

Don't put anyrhing on a serious burn. Leave this to the docMn I'nvei 
the burn* svith sterile dry gauze compresses ami bandage hriulv Sever put 
eotton-wool duretly on a burn. Keep the patient lying dOSVO, and keep him 
warm, though not too hot. Get a doctor ai won its posstbl, . 

Chemical burns— isash away the ehemical immediately with plenty of 
cold water. 1 ear away any clothing wiih the clienu. a| mi u. 

Kh rtriral bums usually sear rhe skin and cause damage to underlying 
tissue. Finn-aid measures are the same as for hnrns. 

The best way lo treat the possibility nf sunburn is hy prevention. 
Keep, nnilt r cover on heath and use an anti-sunburn preparation, h 
sunburn docs occur, cover with petroleum jelly or calamine lotion.

Do not Rive stimulants 
by mouth if the patient is unconscious. Cover with blaukeis. Do not 
move unlev, absolutely necessary, and then keep the patient IvuiR down. 


FOOD POISONING 


1 hi- sympionis nf fisod |*iisoniog usually occur 
within two to four hours alter eating. The patient 
■inllrrs from nausea, vomiting, stomach cramps, and 
diarrhoea, and usually headachr and Irvcr. 


Do not give any laxatives or purgatives to the patient. When vomiting 
subsides, fluids such as hot lea or strained brolh may be Efsen. Call a doelnr, 
as the symptoms rotifd also indicate some other illness, such as appendicitis! 


FRACTURES

HEAT EXHAUSTION 


The symptoms uf heat exhaustion are dizziness, (ami- 
nrss. headache, and blurred vision, cold, clammv skin, 
neavj sweating, weak pulse, onrmal teiiijirrattire. 


Ihe patient should lie down in a cool place, tf he u conscious 
Rise him cool mildly salt water. If he j„ pour to heat exhamtinn, it 
is a wise precaution for him (0 lake salt tablets in the hot summer months. 


HIVES 


Smooth, rounded pinkish weals on thr akin. ITicy 
usually base a white leutre. vary in si7e and shape, 
are itchy, and sting.

NOSE — foreign bodies

FOREIGN BODIES.— An insect may fly into the 
note, where it causes a painful burning sensation. 
Children often poke small object! nun their noses — 
'tones, buttons, peai, for example. 

NOSEBLEED symptoms are obvious 


For lorcigTi bodies, drop -a few drops of mineral oil into ihe nose. This 
will stop the insert's movements and will keep a seed or a pea from (welling 
Have the patient blow his nose carefully. If the object remains in the 
nose, sec a doctor. Da not attempt to remvve it at home. 

For nosebleed, have the patient tril up ivith his head tilted slightly 
backward and breathing through his mouth. Press die nose genth- between 
the thumb and index finger [or four in five miiiuies.

We hope svhen the 
regional stations are set up 
that villages will buy a com- 
munal set so that all the 
people in the area ran enjoy 
TV and il_s bi-uchts.

Australian programmes for 
women have interested Mrs.

• Footpath gardens can provide a frame lo ihe 
rest of the garden design and, in some cases, a 
finishing touch lo "■uplift"' an outside wall or fence.

into them at night. 

-Some councils also stipulate that trees 
and shrubs that will eventually grow hijh 
must be protected by irce-guards at least 
6ft. high. These must b<? paitut'd eiinc 
H-hitu or bright yellow so that they show 
up at night. 

Lumps of sharp rock, border tiles with 
sharp edges, and metal strips designed 
to hold back grass from garden beds 
are also barred by some councils. 

In preparing a footpath plot, dig it 
over well to remuve all roots, stumps, 
lumps uf rork, and any rubbish, and 
perennial weeds and couch and kikuyu 
grass. 

A good spraying of a recognised weed 
killer will destroy most of the native and 
introduced grasses, 

Having cleaned up the soil, dig in old 
manure. A supplementary dose of balanced 
fertiliser will be ail to the good before 
you set out seedlings or small plants or 
sow seeds. 

Shrubs and trets should be well spared. 
If there are power or telephone rablei 
above the footpath avoid trees that will 
ur,\>w tall. Sprawling trees or shrub* that 
will spill on tu the pavement are also 
unsuitable. 

1 f you plan some sort of border, use a 
hardwood batten 4in. by llin. painted 
mid-green on both sidrs before putting 
rfnwn. It should onty just appear above 
the surface, about I ^in. and no more. 
Fasten iccurcly to uprights driven down 
at least 14 or 15in. 

Alternatively, vise bifjgc rounded stones, 
buried securely in the soil with just 
enough showing to keep back the grass 
and hold securely Lhr soil in the narrow 
beds.
